} this is an appeal to public opinion, otherwise why do 
they give themselves this trouble at all? They are 
sure of themselves, of course, and of their own party. 
They do not want convincing that the Papacy is a 

thing, and that it should be supported and de- 
fended in every possible way. It is an impression upon 
the public, then, that they aim at. But what a rade 
conception they have of an appeal to the public ! 
‘It is like one of those aboriginal efforts in a social 
or political direction that Captain Cook and the 
circumnavigators describe in newly-discovered parts of 
the world. Transplanta Dahomey population or a race 
of Arabs to our shores, and in a year’s time they wil 
|know how to address an English public better than 
| the Irish Roman Catholic party does. They will have 
} caught a more knowing type of an appeal to society. 
These strange partisans appear to be quite satisfied 
to hear there own roar. If they meet and vent them- 
selves, abuse the English, and shout “ Hurrah for the

Last week an agreement 
was entered into between the English and French 
Imperial Post-office departments, and for the future 
closed mails for the United States will be sent from 
Paris each Tuesday evening for embarkation at Queens- 
town on the following Thursday.

France is thus the first foreign country that has, as yet.

The letters add that the Spanish troops were 
getting on very slowly, and that a portion of the ex- 
peditionary army was encamped at the base of Ape’s- 
hill. 

Despatcies have been received at the Foreign-office 
from the French Minister at Turin, that there 
was every reason to believe that the King would so far 
yield to the wishes of France as not tosend M. Cavour 
as plenipotentiary to the Congress, who is very distaste- 
ful to his former friends. It is probable that Count 
Arese, a personal friend of the Emperor, will be named 
to represent Sardinia as first plenipotentiary. 

I have received the following letter:— 

“Pestu, Nov. 29.—The national demonstrations of 
the Hungarians are increasing and multiplying in a 
manner which must, one would think, cause serious 
anxiety to the Viennese Government. Another most 
striking one took place three nights back, at the Opera- 
house, in this city. The most popular of the national 
operas, Erkel’s Hunyadi Laszlo (Ladislas Hunyadi), was 
performed ; and the house was crowded from top to 
bottom. Every Hungarian in it—whether high or 
low, young or old, méa!e or female—was in the national 
costume ; in boxes, pit,and gallery, the well-known and 
snuch-loved garb was alone to be seen. It is possible 
that to some English folk a display of mere tailoring 
and millinery may appear puerile in a people in the 
grave position in which the Hungarians now stand ; 
het among a semi-Oriental nation, like the Hunga- 
rians, matters of costume are not unimportant; and, 
besides, the resuscitation of national garb, after it has 
long been almost universally laid aside, could scarcely, 
I fancy, fail to move any man who really loves his 
eountry, even though he should be of a calmer race and 
a more northern clime than the Magyars. After all, 
however, what is important in the present situation of 
Hungary is that the people of all ranks and all creeds 
“nite to make national demonstrations: the pretexts 
which serve for the demonstrations, be they the centenary 
anniversary of the birth of a poet, or the ‘jubilee’ of 
a Catholic bishop, or a public meeting of Protestants, 
matters little. 

“Although, Heaven knows, the Hungarians are 
accustomed to acts of arbitrary power. at the hands of 
Austria, and are consequently tolerably callous, she has 
just committed one which is exciting their indignation 
in an extraordinary degree.. The aged and venerable 
Greek Bishop of Munckas has been kidnapped by 
Austrian agents, and has been varried off no one knows 
where. His family, his friends, his flock, have made the 
most anxious inquiries after him, but in vain. The 
authorities will not say in what prison or fortress he is 
cooped up. That he has done anything to justify arrest 
no one believes, and,indeed, if he had, the Austrian 
functionaries would, of course, have proclaimed it far and 
wide. Buta true patriot, he is known to sympathise 
heartily with the national movement which is now taking 
place, and hence the Viennese Cabinet has deemed it 
advisable to have him out ofthe way. 

“In speaking to youin my last letter of the grand 
political Anti-Austrian demoustration which has just 
taken place at Klausenburg, in Transylvania, on the 
opening of a National Museum, I omitted to mention 
that at a banquct, a toast proposed by Baron Kellermann 
to ‘the Hungarian Exiles,’ was drunk with enthusiasm, 
und that speeches highly complimentary to those suffer- 
ers for country sake were delivered. These facts are im- 
portant, because they show that the assertions of the 
Vicnnese press to the effect that thg exiles do not approve 
ihe present movementare perfectly unfounded. ‘The fact 
is, that the exiles, in whatever land they are, and what- 
ever may have been their peculiar political views, have 
made known that they sympathise heartily with the 
national movement, and that they admire greatly the 
mingled tact and energy with which it is being con- 
ducted. The Hungarians, on their part, entertain, as 
ihey have always done, the most affectionate senti- 
ments for their exiled brethern, and they cheerfully 
admit that the manner in which they are bearing them- 
selves abroad is calculated to do honour to the nation, 
and, by gaining the respect of the peoples among whom 
they live, aid in promoting the success of the common 
rauge.” — 

SPAIN. 

The Madrid journals of the 1st state that the last ac- 
co inis from Morocco set forth that the Moors and the 
Spiniards, after the combat of the 30th ult., remained 
within thre e quarters of a league of each other, but that 
the Moors had taken up a strong position on some 
heights. The Espana, Conciliador, Estada and Leon Es- 
penol had been seized. Another detachment of 73 
wounded had arrived at Algesiras. The despatch of 
troops from Spain to Morocco was continuing. The 
/berva states that several foreign officers had obtained 
permission to serve in the army in Africa. The 
(racetfe publishes another set of addresses to the Queen 
from bishops and chapters, expressing approbation of 
the war. The number of Moors who attacked Serrallo 
on the 22nd ult. is estimated at about 14,000. They 
left more than 500 dead on the field of battle. The loss 
of the Spaniards amounted to 50 men put hors de combat. 
Private letters state that the Moors had 1,000 killed in 
the affair of the 25th. On the side of the Spaniards, the 
battalion of Chasseurs of Madrid particularly suffered, 
and lost its colonel and several of its officers. 


AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, Dec, 2.—The Ministerial supplement to the 
Press Laws of 1852 still greatly occupies the Viennese, 
who openly declare that nothing good is to be expected 
irom the authors of such illiberal and Jesuitical ordinan- 
ees. Distinguished barristers affirm that the fourth para- 
graph of theordinances is not in keeping with the crimi- 
nal code, and, consequently, cannot be carried out; but 
the judges in Austria are less independent than they 
were in former times, and it is not unlikely that some of 
them would strain a point in order to please Govern- 
ment, rather than run the risk of being shelved. It has 
been maintained in my presence that the Austrian 
judges would be justified in ignoring the Ministerial sup- 
plement to the Patent Law of 1852, “ inasmuch as Minis- 
ters have to enforce the laws promulgated by the Empe- 
ror, but not to make additions to those laws by means 
of simple ordinances.” If I rightly understood the 
speakers—who were lawyers—they meant to say, that 
Austria being governed absolutely, one Imperial patent 
law can only be legally modified by means of another. 
All the papers have loudly complained of the dange- 
rous “ elasticity’? of the fourth paragraph of the Mi- 
nisterial ordinance, which has produced quite as bad 
an impression on the finance world as it has on the 
public at large. Persons who wish to excuse the 
conduct of the Cabinet have reminded me that the 
public prosecutor will in future proceed “ according 
to law” t who may offend against the 
press regulations, but they appear to have forgotten 
what happened in Prague a few years ago. A case 
was tried before a bench of four or five judges, 
who having acquitted the defendant, were—at the 
instigation of the Minister von Bach—dismissed.

BELGIUM. 

The Belgian Chamber of Representatives was to have 
continued the discussion of the budget of the Ministry of 
War on Saturday, but was prevented by an angry debate 
on petitions respecting the Louvain election inquiry. A 
member of the Right having asserted that these peti- 
tions gave the lie to M. Defre’s report, an exchange of 
sharp retorts was the consequence. The Ministers re- 
proached the Qpposition: with always shunning serious 
discussion, while they were incessantly making malignant 
accysations. M. Frere-Orban, the Minister of Finance, 
having said to M. Nothomb, late Minister of Justice, 
“that he opposed him, since his change of opinions, with- 
out any of that esteem which is due to an adversary,” 
M. Nothomb answered :— 

“The Minister of Finance has spoken of the slight 
esteem in which he holds me. He had no right to speak 
in that manner. However, I am tolerably indifferent as 
to M. Frere’s opinions, for I do not want his esteem. I, 
in my turn, disdain his scorn, and I certainly shall not 
take lessons from him in honour or morality. Besides, 
I am not inclined to discuss questions of honour here; 
but I am ready to settle them with him out of doors, 
when and where he pleases.” 

The discussion was at last closed by a vote deciding 
that the petitions should be referred to the committee 
of inquiry, that all the documents connected 
with the affair should be immediately printed and dis- 
cussed on the 13th instant.

So far from this being the result, he 
(Mr. French) found that, after £25,619 had been ex- 
pended in paving, the cost of macadamising still re- 
mained the same, notwithstanding that the most expen- 
sive streets had been paved. (Hear, hear.)

He had always objected to the use of 
Welsh stone, and had maintained that, even if at a 
higher cost, Irish stone should be used; but the fact 
was, that the Welsh stone t 158.

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LICENSED GROCERS AND VINTNERS’ SOCIET Y . 
The usual weekly meeting of the members of this 
society was held yesterday, at their rooms, William- 
street. 

The Secretary said he had, within the last few

Defence League, conveying the melancholy intelligence 
of the death of their president, Mr. Joseph Stinton.

The Secretary said, on looking over the accounts, both 
as regards their joint-stock branch and that of their 
benevolent society, both were in a most healthy and 
prosperous condition. 

Mr. Carey reported from the Banquet Committee that 
they had been most assiduous in their endeavours to carry 
it out with success. They bad helda couple of meetings 
during the week, and had row almost completed all the 
arrangements necessary to make it one of the most im- 
portant public demonstrations that has occurred in this 
city for some years. A few members of the committee 
had waited on Alderman Carroll, Lord Mayor-Elect, 
who in the kindest manner not only consented to preside 
on the occasion, but to give all the assistance he possibly 
could in carrying out so benevolent an object. 

Mr. Byrne brought under the notice of the society 
a case which occurred at the other side of the Channel, 
and which was fully reported in the Era, It was that 
of a respectable licensed vintner asking a few friends to 
spend the evening with him.

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS, NISI PRIUS— 
YESTERDAY. 
(Before the Lord Chicf Justice and a Special J uy 
Falls v. Barrett. 
This case, which was stated by Mr. Serjeant O’Hagan on 
the preyious evening, was resumed at the sitting of the 
court. 
Mr. Falls, the plaintiff, was examined—He stated that the 
bills, the subject of the action, amounting to £840, were 
endorsed by the defendant to him; the defendant was at 
present a cornet in the 3rd Light Dragoons; upon his 
(witness’) security they were cashed by Mr. Hill Hamilton, 
and the proceeds applied to the purchase of his commission ; 
he was then a minor ; he denied that the agreement of the de- 
fendant was given for the purpose of buying off his opposi- 
tion to defendant’s father getting his certificate from the 
Bankrupt Court. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Whiteside, Q.C——He had got- 
ten the bond and warrant of the father and mother as a col- 
lateral security ; the bankrupt had paid all his trade eredi- 
tors, the most of whom were friends of his own; hedid not 
purchase the bankrupt’s debts for the family; he had no 
special agreement that if thé debts realised more than he had 
paid for them, he would allow the extra sum eut of the money 
which had been paid for the commission; he paid £1,000 for 
debts, and realised £145; the agreement which this young 
man gave him was in his (witness’) handwriting; he had 
forwarded it to him for his signature; he was the 
heaviest creditor on the estate of Samuel Barrett, the 
defendant's father ; he had purchased policies of insurance, 
the property of Samuel Barrett, in the Bankrupt Court ; he 
considered he paid for them the full value; the receipt for 
the money paid to Armitt and Burrowes for the commission 
was given in the name of James Barrett, the uncle of the de- 
fendant ; he was the last endorse on the promissory notes ; 
he had, on consultation with his attorney, summoned the 
colonel of the regiment and the paymaster; he had also 
summoned the adjutant, but he was out of town. 
Mr. Littledale, auctioneer, proved that he had sol: four of 
the policies of insurance, and that they only produced a sum 
of £190; the other policies were set up for competition, but 
were withdrawn, as near the value was not offered for them. 
W. Frederick Hobson, paymaster in the 8rd Light Dragoons, 
was next examined, and stated that the defendant was a 
bad in the 3d Light Dragoons; his pay was eight shillings 
a day. 
Chief Justice—All you can produce is, that this young man 
is acornet on eightshillingsaday.

This closed the plaintiff's case and

If, however, they do not, I think I am only acting 
for tne interests of my client to submit to a nonsuit. 

Mr. Whiteside—I will not withdraw an plea. I intended, 
on the part of the defendant, to address the ury on the law,

generally rude ; when he struck witness and his mother he 

i no reason for doing 80. 

Mrs. Quinton, mother of Mr. John Knight Read, deposed that 
her son was educated for engineering*pursuits, and that while 
in college he was most attentive and industrious ; he c 
to reside with witness in the year 1857, and before he left she 
perceived a gradual decay of his mind and symptoms of men- 
tal aberration, which she did not wish to believe ; he then 
went to reside by himself at Waterloo-road, but his disease 
appeared to progress there. This witness corroborated the 
testimony of the last as to the visit she paid him at Waterloo- 
road. When he became excited, and struck them with a stick, 
she remonstrated with him, but his excitement continued, 
and he said he would show who was master there, and that 
the beating would serve them—(laughter)—he 
subsequently told her not to mind his striking 
her, as it was but a trifle; upon the same occasion 
he muttered to himself, “ Where are my pistols,” and 
frightened witness very much ; witness was travelling with 
him upon one occasion, in Wales, when he suddenly jumped 
out of the train and disappeared ; she went in search of him, 
and found him sitting upon a rock in the sea; they lost the 
train in consequence of that, and were much inconvenienced ; 
upon another occasion he was charged at Kingstown Police 
Office with annoying a house in Kingstown, where a young 
lady resided to whom he had written a love-letter; at Ath- 
lone, in 1858, he took hold of one of the children of his bro- 
ther-in-law, and held it up in the air, with the baby’s head 
hanging down. 

The witness was cross-examined by Dr. Battersby, Q.C.., 
but nothing material was elicited. I 

Mr. James E. Pope deposed he was first cousin to Mr. Jonn 
Knight Read, and that during the last three years his man- 
ner became very much changed; he had melancholy fits, 
which increased, and he sometimes became most excited. 
Upon one occasion the witness was taking a glass of water in 
his presence, when he came behind him with a hammer in 
his hand, and struck the table a violent blow, and said he 
would keep witness in order; he was very much excited, 
and aothing had previously occurred to warrant such excite- 
ment. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Hara—During the past three 
years of which witness spoke he was sometimes absent, but 
had sufficient opportunity for observation as to the change 
in Mr. J. K. Read’s state of mind. 

The court was then cleared, and the alleged lunatic exa-

COMMISSION OF OYER AND TERMINER. 

The trial of prisoners was resumed yesterday morn- 
ing at half-past ten o’clock, by the Right Hon. Baron 
Greene and the Right Hon. Justice Ball. 

PASSING BASE COIN. 

A common jury having been sworn, 

Mary Byrne was indicted for having, on the 20th No- 
vember last, offered a bad half-crown, and knowing it 
to be bad, to William Fortune, a grocer, in Shaw. 
street. 

William Fortune, being sworn, and examined by Mr. 
Walshe, Q.C., stated that the prisoner, on the evening of 
the aforesaid day, went into his shop, called for a glass 
of whiskey, and in payment thereof offered the coin now 
produced, purporting to be a half-crown ; witness sus- 
pected it was bad, and tried it with his teeth, when his 
suspicions were confirmed ; knowing that a bad half- 
crown had been passed in the shop some short time pre- 
viously, he asked the prisoger had she ever been there 
before, and she replied that she had; he then went away 
to get the first halt-crown, though he did not know from 
whom it had been taken; she then denied having ever 
been in the shop before; witness remarked to her that 
he supposed she was the person who had passed the first 
half-crown ; she, however, positively denied that she 
had ever been there before ; witness then gave the pri- 
soner into custody, and marked the coin for subsequent 
identification. 

Charles Steele, a jeweller, was next examined, and 
deposed that neither of the coins produced contained a 
particle of silver. No evidence was produced by the 
prisoner, but she stated in defence that she did not w 
the coin to be bad when she offered it to the prosecutor, 
and that when the latter had asked her for copper or 
some other money in place of the base coin, she replied 
that she had no other money, and that she got the coin 
from a n in the street. 

Mr. Fortune admitted that the prisoner had told him, 
after some time, that she had got the base coin from a 
person in the street. 

Baron Greene having charged the jury, the latter re- 
turned a verdict of Not Guilty. 

The prisoner was ordered to be discharged. 

MALICIOUS INJURY. 
Patrick Cleary was then arraigned for having felo- 
niously and maliciously, on the 4th November, set fire 
to a quantity of paper in the storeroom of the 
Tres Office, with the intention of burning the house. 
The prisoner, who pleaded not guilty, was undefended 
and tried by the same jury. 
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posed that he went to the office of the paper about half- 
— o’clock in the morning that the fire had been 
vered ; the prisoner had been in his employment 
about two months before the fire occurred ; his duties 
were to fold papers, clean the machine, and do other 
matters connected with it; he was also to bring up 
paper to the storeroom when required ; witness went 
to the room where the fire occurred, and examined it ; 
it was then covered with the reams of burned paper; 
the covers of the paper were lying upon the floor, and 
the paper itself was displaced and tossed about ; from 
15 to 20 reams were partially burned, and left quite 
useless—(witness then described the position of the 
room)—some person, while examining the room, drew 
his attention to the grease on the wall, and he found it 
to betallo* grease ; he did not find a candle there, but 
he found a lucifer match in the room ; it was half burned, 
and quite close to the paper ; in the afternoon of that 
day, between four and five o’clock, he saw the prisoner, 
and asked him why he was in the office that morning 
an hour sooner than usual; he said that his father called 
him, and wished him to go; two or three other persons were 
resent when heinterrogated the lad; he asked him where 
was when the fire was discovered, and he said he was 
in the boiler-room; witness then asked him why he did not 
make an attempt to see what the matter was, when the 
alarm was given; he said he did not think it was worth 
his while, or that it was a matter of importance, or some- 
thing to that effect; shortly after the prisoner saying 
this, witness showed him the piece of candle, 
which had been found in the store-room, and 
asked him if he ever saw it before ; his manner 
then changed completely, and he admitted that he took 
that candle and set fire to the room ; he said he took it 
up to the room, and lighted it there with a lucifer match; 
witness then asked him to give some particulars as to 
how he set fire to the room, when he stated that he 
opened the paper and lighted it; after doing which he 
said he left the room, leaving half the door open; wit- 
ness then pressed him for reason why he set fire to the 
place, when he said he had been instructed to do so by 
another person, but that he was bound by an oath not to 
divulge the person’s name, or anything about it, and that 
nothing would induce him to break it ; the other persons 
present then advised him to tell the truth, but he would 
not ; he was also asked whether he had acted in accor- 
dance with instructions, in setting fire to the room, and 
he said he had; he also stated that he had received his 
directions, the previous day, from a person at his father’s 
residence, in Cole’s-lane, but he afterwards said it was 
from a man in Sackville-street, near Nelson’s pillar ; 
witness had dismissed his printers about three months 
before this occurrence ; believed that the father of the 
prisoner was a pensioner. 

The prisoner being here requested to ask Captain 
Knox any question he thought proper, said that, before 
he made any admission, Captain Knox threatened to 
give him in charge if he did not tell the truth at once. 

Captain Knox said that was not true, and that he did 
not mention anything about giving him in custody, until 
after he made the confession himself. 

Baron Greene—You are quite certain that the pri- 
soner’s confession was voluntary, and that it was not 
extracted either by any threat or promise made to Him? 

Captain Knox—That is so, my lord. 

The Prisoner—He said he would not prosecute me if 
I said it was myself who did it. 

Captain Knox—No, but I told him it would make a 
great difference to himself if he told me who put him up 
to the deed. That, however, was long subsequently to 
his confession. 

The Prisoner—I had nothing to do with the machine ; 
there were printers working up there all night. 

Captain Knox—He was employed, on the day previous 
to the fire, in carrying up paper to that room, and was 
the last person who left it the previous evening. 

Rev. George B. Wheeler, examined by Mr, Barry, 
Q.C., deposed that he was present at a part of the in- 
terview had with the boy; when he went into Captain 
Knox’s room the boy was there, and his attention was 
attracted by the seriousness of the matter as it evolved ; 
Captain Knox asked the boy what brought him to the 
office so early, an hour before his time; he said he knew 
nothing about the cause of the fire, but when the candle 
was produced and shown to him, his manner suddenly 
changed, and he said that he had set fire to the paper, 
and described how he did it; he also said that he had 
been put up toit by another; witness said he was as- 
tonished at the act, and that so young a person could 
never have done such a thing of his own accord; he 
said he had been put up to the matter by another per- 
son—first by a newsvender, and then by a man at his 
father’s residence ; witness then observed to him the 
seriousness of the affair, and the punishment attached to 
it; he also told him that for his own sake he had better tell 
the name of the person who instigated him ; it was long 
after that he said it was himself who did it; he also 
said that he was bound by a solemn oath never to tell 
anything about it. 

Francis Fitzgerald, machine boy in the Inis TIMES, 
was next examined, and said that he and the prisoner 
were engaged up to three o'clock on the day before 
the fire occurred, in bringing up paper to the store- 
room ; they both left the room at the same time, and 
witness closed the door, but did not lock it; the key was 
left in the door; witness left the establishment about 
seven o’clock in the evening, which was the usual hour 
to do so; was at the office at four o’clock that morning, 
but could not say whether the prisoner was there be- 
fore him or not; when he heard there’ was smoke ir 
the roem, he went up to see if it was a fact, then pro- 
ceeded to get some water, and subsequently pumped 
water upen the burning paper which the men had thrown 
out into the yard. 


Bridget Cleary, the prisoners’ mother, here presented 
herself at the bar to offer some explanation, when 
Baron Greene told her that she should be sworn if she 
intended to make any statement in reference to the pri- 
soner. She was thea sworn and stated that the reason 
why the boy went so early that morning was that his 
father mistook the hour, not having a watch or clock in 
the room; the boy bore a good character, was taken by 
Capt. Knox, and cried that morning to be allowed 
away, though she never saw him cry going out before ; 
he was but 13 years and two months old; had been a 
waiter in a public-house before going to the Iuisn 
Times Office; her husband was a pensioner, and bore a 
good character. [Here the witness offered to his lord- 
ship a certificate of her husband’s character, but he 
declined to read it, saying that there was no charge 
against her husband. } 


There being no further evidence for the prisoner. 
His Lordship proceeded to charge the jury, and in 
doing so said, that the case was a very lamentable one. 
The prisoner was very young, but he had been indicted 
for the very serious offence of attempting to set fire to 
a warehouse filled with inflamable materials, and in 
which many persons were employed. Indeed, a more 
serious and grave offence could not be well conceived. 
The evidence against him was principally his own ad- 
mission. If he thought that this admission was at all 
extorted from him, or that he had been induced to make 
it by fear of prosecution or promise of pardon, he cer- 
tainly would not have allowed it as evidence, but it 
was his opinion that it was a voluntary declaration, 
and therefore it should be received against him. If so, 
the fact was clearly established of his participation in 
the offence.
